1. Nothing has occurred in the past day to change 
the principal conclusions of SNIE 86,2-1-66, Security 
Conditions in the Dom ini can Republic , of 23 June 1966,

3. A number of reports indicate left-wing extrem- 
ists are discussing the possibility of disrupting the 
inaugural ceremonies with demonstrations or violence. 

The sum total ©f these reports, however, does not estab- 
lish that Communist groups have firm plans for organized, 
mass demonstrations designed to interfere with the 
ceremonies. Nor does it indicate that extremist groupgjxi X 
have firm plans to carry out terrorist acts.
